“Neither the Janata Party nor 
anyone else can fool the people all 
the time. People woke to the mis- 
take they made In 1977," she said. 

The daughter of India's first 
prime minister, Jawaharlal Nehru, 
Gandhi had waged a gruelling four- 
month election campaign In every 
corner of the world's biggest 
democracy, promising more law 
and order, more stable government 
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and more effort to stem rising 
prices. 

But the "Times of India" 
newspaper said her personality was 
the hey to her remarkable come- 
back. “She Is winning on the 
strength of her charisma, “ it said. 
"This Is a personal triumph.'* 

Gandhi was victorious in her own 
constituency with a thumping ma- 
jority of more than 200.000 votes in 
southern Andhra Pradesh state. 
Here the Indira-Congress Party 
bagged 149 seats of the 196 seats. 

The Press Trust of India (PTI) 
news agency said that so far 
Gandhi was doing even better than 
she had in the 1971 election when 
she swept to victory on the so-called 
“Indira wave." She was winning 61 
per cent of the popular vote this 
time compared with 49 per cent in 
1971, when she headed the un- 
divided Congress Party. 

In 1977 the Congress secured only 
153 seats. It split two years ago, and 
Gandhi's Congress (I) was left with 
SO seats when the lower house was 
dissolved lost August. 

Gandhi's defeat less than three 
years ago was attributed mainly to 
a programme of forced sterilization 
led by her son Sanjay and aimed at 
easing the problem of overpopula- 
tion in a country of 6BO million peo- 
ple.

Soviet Union now has about 80,000 
troops in and around Afghanistan, 
and the kind of equipment they are 
using indicates the troops are there 
to stay. 

In a report on the situation, the 
department's spokesman said there 
were 60,000 to 60,000 troops in the 
country on Friday, and that another 
two divisions, amounting from 20 .- 
000 to 29,000 men, were* either just 
north of toe border inside toe Soviet 
Union or were already moving Into 
Afghanistan. 

“From the extent and the nature 
of toe equipment that the Soviets 
are using, there are indications that 
there is nothing expeditionary 
about the nature Of this invasion,' ' 
spokesman Hoddlng Carter said. 

He added that there are signs the 
troops and their heavy equipment 
“are probably the core of a perma- 
nent force to be deployed in the 
future, and the Soviet role Is likely 
to continue growing, replacing the 
Afghan army units until a more 
loyal force con be raised.” 

In Bonn, a government 
spokesman said that despite Soviet 
teterveeUbn In Afghanistan, the 
West Germair government remains 
committed to negotiating reduc- 
tions In troops and missiles with 
Moscow. 

Annin Gruenewald told reporters 
that the Western alliance stands by 
its offers to negotiate mutual troop 
cuts with toe Soviet-led Warsaw 
Fact and reductions In medium- 


range nuclear missiles. 

He declined to Issue further 
statements on the Afghan situation 
pending consultations with NATO 
allies. 

West Germany's ambassador to 
Moscow, Hans-Georg Wleck, was 
called back to Bonn last week for 
consultations In the wake of the in- 
vasion. it was announced yester- 
day. 

Former British prime minister 
James Callaghan yesterday 
applauded President Jimmy 
Carter's Initiatives against the 
Soviet Union, but warned the West 
not to foreclose “mutually advan- 
tageous agreements.’ 1 

He also warned the West to be 
cautious and careful about arming 
Pakistan against the Soviet threat 
from Afghanistan, lest it an- 
tagonize India. 

Zia Khan Naari, chairman of the 
"Afghanistan, Islamic and 
nationalist revolution council*' said 
yesterday he made the request in 
talks with presidential affairs 
minister Mansour Hasson. 

Nasrl, who will meet with Hass&n 
again today, said he was confident 
the Egyptian government would 
meet his request. 

Nasri claims 90,000 of his 
followers are fighting the Soviets In 
Afghanistan.

Sh&lev said that some 29-30 per 
cent of the underprivileged male in- 
ductees he had mentioned entered 
combat units. But only a small 
proportion of them completed the 
full three years in combat duties, 
while most were moved to ad- 
ministrative jobs either within their 
original units, or in others. “But 
those who complete the full combat 
stint are, of the 20 per cent, the best 
prepared for a successful re-entry 
into civilian society." he said. 

Shalev made it clear that there 
was disagreement among toe ar- 
my's top officers about the IDF's 
role in helping to educate under- 
privileged conscripts. Those who 
opposed such help claimed that, in 


toe short term at least, it was at the 
expense of Israel’s Immediate 
security needs. 

Until now, some 900-600 soldiers 
in the top stratum of this 20 per 
cent had gone, each year, at the end 
of their army stint to a three-month 
intensive basic education course, 
geared to bringing them up to tbe 
level of successful elementary 
school graduates. 

These courses have had a 60-70 
per cent success rate, said Shalev. 
"And several dozen of our 
graduates have gone on to complete 
the bagmt (matriculation) and 
take university degrees," he added. 

Shalev said that this year the IDF 
will introduce a six- week basic 
education course for several hun- 
dred soldiers at the start of their 
service, just after basic training. In 
the past, such attempts have failed 
to produce the required results. But 
Shalev is hopeful that if tbe soldiers 
complete the course at the start of 
their service, they will be fit to at- 
tend professional courses in toe ar- 
my, and will thus be able to con- 
tribute more during their service.

Weizman: 
Prefer U.S. 
to Russians 
in Egypt 

By ASHER WALL FISH 

Post Knesset Reporter 
Defence Minister Ezer Weizman 
said yesterday that American use 
of bases In Egypt would do Israel no 
harm at all and that therefore there 
is no cause for alarm In the reports 
that Egypt Is already preparing an 
air base for the U.S. Air Force to 
use for strategic as well os tactical 
purposes. 

Speaking in the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
Weizman said that in the long term 
Israel might be grateful that toe 
Americans already had a military 
springboard in the Immediate 
vicinity, in view of the uncertainly 
about future Soviet moves. 

Weizman made hts point clearer 
when he asked rhetorically: "What 
do you think we prefer? American 
use of airfields in Egypt, or the 
return to Egypt of the 20,000 Soviet 
military men who were there In 
1970?" 

The minister was plainly annoyed 
at the way the news about the U.S 
use of bases In Egypt had been 
broadcast over Israel TV on Sunday 
night and accompanied by the 
reporter's interpretation that the 
defence cstablbhment had been 
caught napping. Earlier yesterday 
at • Ben-Gurion Airport, when 
reporters asked Weizman for a 
comment about the TV report on 
the bases, Weizman used a coarse 
epithet to express his opinion about 
the reporter. 

The members of the Knesset 
committee understood that the 
news about the bases had not 
caught tbe top echelons of the 
defence establishment by surprise 
ac all — though these had not brief- 
ed spokesmen, since they did not 
anticipate the matter would get 
through to the press. A small 
select sub-committee of the 
Knesset committee, from which 
leaks never emerge, was told about 
it lost week. 

It Is assumed that one specific 
minister on the Ministerial Defence 
Committee who questions Welz- 
man's grasp of security affairs, 
was responsible directly or In- 
directly for the information getting 
through to the TV reporter along 
with the Interpretation. 

Similar cases have occurred 
before of material tendentlously 
leaked out of the cabinet committee 
— for instance the fuss about alleg- 
ed Egyptian cease-fire violations, 
both in the Sinai desert and at El- 
Arish airfield, which all proved 
vastly exaggerated. The source 
then was understood to be 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon. 

In the committee yesterday, 
Weizman defended his praise of 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter, by 
stressing how much aid Carter 
gave Israel In the past, and how 
effective he had been in his peace 
mediation between Israel and 
Egypt. “Most American Jews are 
Carterophlles anyway," Weizman 

asserted." " . ’ 

Asked what prompted him to say 
Israel would give bases to the U.S., 
without even being asked, he 
replied. “When you stand In front of 
the TV cameras and the pressure is 
on, you say what I said." 

Asked about Israeli expectations 
for greater U.S. aid, he replied: 
"The administration did not delude 
us at any time into believing we 
would get more.” 

Asked about his criticisms of 
Washington Ambassador Ephraim 
Evron, Weizman said, "I've got a 
lot on ray chest in that regard but 
I'm keeping it to myself." . 


Ali says U.S. 
not using 
Egypt base 

ASWAN (UPI). — Egyptian 
Defence Minister Gen. Kamal 
Hasson Ali yesterday - denied an 
Israel Television report that Egypt 
already has granted the U.S. a ma- 
jor air base for use in connection 
with the Afghan and Iranian crises. 

He said Egypt will provide 
nothing more than military 
facilities and only if the U.S. seeks 
them to help defend any Arab coun- 
try at its request. 

Such a situation has not arisen, he 
aald. and the U.S. has not made any 
request for Egyptian facilities. 

All spoke at Aswan airport 
minutes after the arrival of Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin for talks 
with Egyptian President Anwar 
Sadat. 

HIRSH GOODMAN adds: 

The Americans have been flying 
electronic intelligence-gathering 
aircraft from Egyptian territory. 
The Jerusalem Post has learned 
that the base which toe Egyptians 
placed at U.S. dlapoaal la in Upper 
Egypt. 

The use of the base by the U.S. is 
the first overt U.S. -Egyptian 
military cooperation ever. It is 
believed that the decision to use 
Egypt rather than Cyprus or 
Turkey, was tactical and not 
political. 

Until now, the Americans have 
used bases in Cyprus and Turkey 
for watching the Middle East. But 
since the focus of Instability has 
been diverted from the northeast 
Mediterranean to the Persian Gulf, 
U was necessary to move to a new 
base of operations In Egypt. 


Moslem riots in Gaza 

GAZA (Itim). — Some 1,800 
Moslems, apparently incited by 
local religious leaders, 
demonstrated last night, attacking 
local entertainment centres and 
chanting anti-communist slogans. 
The demonstrators were dispersed 
by security forces. 

The riot was apparently a protest 
against the head of the Red Cres- 
cent, Dr. Haider Muhi a-Dahan Ab- 
dul Shaffi. seen as a PLO and dom- 
munlst leader. Recently, an oppo- 
nent of Abdul Shaffi was dismissed 
from his post In the Red Crescent 
and this seems to have fanned 
resentment against Shaffi. 

The IDF spokesman described 
the riot as an Internal matter of no 
security significance.

Israel, Egypt agree on 
Iran, Afghan crises

ASWAN. — Israeli -Egyptian 
agreement on the Issues in- 
volved in the Iranian and 
Afghan crises should serve as 
"a foundation of goodwill, 
cooperation and understanding 
on which we shall build in the 
future.*' This was the central 
message of Premier Menahem 
Begin's public remarks at a 
dinner here last night following 
the first working session of his 
summit with President Anwar 
Sadat. 

"Thank God." said Begin. “Israel 
and Egypt are on the side of right, 
not wrong; Justice, not Its opposite; 
freedom, not slavery” In toe face of 
these two setbacks for the West- 

Begin said In his toast, “There 
has been an outburst of dark 
fanaticism and blind hatred which 
Is incomprehensible. Time- 
honoured customs are being 
trampled, a great nation is being 
humiliated, and great pains are be- 
ing caused to millions who have no 
guilt as a result of these horrifying 
events.” 

But there was no indication from 
either .Begin or Sadat, or their 
aides, that the shared outlook would 
express Itself In specific operational 
terms in the Immediate future. 

On the bilateral Issues between 
the two countries, it was Sadat who 
set the tone, in his after-dinner com- 
ments, when he said, “We have 
overcome in the past much more 
difficulty than we are facing 
now." 

The two leaders seemed relaxed 
and at ease in each other's company 
during a dinner given by the Sadats 
for the Begins at the Israeli 
premier's hotel. They exchanged 
banter freely, and even at moments 
when the conversation stalled, there 
was none of the fidgety 
awkwardness between them that 
characterized their earlier en- 
counters. 

The strategic preoccupations 
came to the fore immediately upon 
Begin's arrival here, with Defence 
Minister Kamel Hass an All denying 
to newsmen at the airport an Israel 
Television report that the U.S. is 
putting up a military base in Egypt. 
(See separate story, this page.) 

Defence Minister* All and Acting 
Foreign Minister Butros Gh&li had 
not been expected by the Israeli 
party to be in Aswan for the dura- 
tion of the summit. They had both 
come here on Sunday to take part In 
a top-level strategic policy review 
with Sadat, PrLme Minister 
Mustapha Khalil and other high 
state and party officials. They were 
then asked by Sadat to stay on in . 
order to be at hand tot the talks with 
Begin. 

Observers saw their presence 
here as underscoring the strategic 
dimension of these summit dis- 
cussions. 

At their 50-minute meeting 
yesterday, which Begin described 
as "a kind of tour d'horizon," the 
two leaders discussed regional and 
global developments and put off un- 


til today a detailed review of the 
outstanding bilateral questions: 
autonomy for the West Bank and 
Gaza Strip and normalization of 
relations between Egypt and Israel. 
But it seemed clear already that,, 
when they do take up the bilateral 
matters. Begin and Sadat will seek 
to avoid confrontation and will 
resoet once more to the device of 
"agreeing to disagree” on issues 
still in dispute. 

(Minister of State Ghah yesterday 
said that his country would not 
engage In full normalization of 
relations with Israel unless the 
negotiations for a West Bank and 
Gaza Strip autonomy were conclud- 
ed successfully. 

(In an interview with the French 
newspaper "Le Monde.” Gholi sold 
that Israel must withdraw its 
military government from the 
territories by next May — the 
target date set for the completion of 
the one-year-long autonomy 
negotiations. 

(GhaU said that with the exchange 
of ambassadors between Egypt and 
Israel next month, Cairo will dis- 
patch a small, five-man diplomatic 
m ission to Tel A viv.) 

Sadat was pointedly positive in 
his references in toe dinner address 
to the “progress that has been 
achieved ... “ 

“We both agreed that If anyone 
had told either of us three years ago 
that all tnia would be achieved to- 
day, neither I nor my dear- friend 
Menahem Begin, the prime 
minister of Israel, could have 
believed it. 

“Thanks to God and to toe efforts 
and genuineness of such leaders as 
Menahem Begin and Jimmy Carter 
we have reached this point when we 
say: we have laid the cornerstone 


for a just and comprehensive settle- 
ment and for peace to prevail 
forever." 

It would be only a matter of time, 
Sadat asserted, before others join- 
ed the peace process. “History 
never goes back." 

Egyptian officials said U.S. Am- 
bassador Alfred Atherton flew to 
Aswan during the morning to pre- 
sent a message from President 
Carter to Sadat. The contents of the 
note were not disclosed. 

Israeli sources here predict that 
the summit will produce "neither 
breakdown nor breakthrough** on 
the bilateral issues. The normaliza- 
tion, they explain, is proceeding 
satisfactorily, altaelt slowly tor 
some Israeli tastes, while' tbe 
deadline tor the autonomy is still 
several months away and the U.S. 
administration is otherwise oc- 
cupied. 

Begin's press aide Dan Pattir. 
said late last night that the premier 
had been "very happy with the 
common ground" reached at the 
evening discussion. 

The tete-a-tete discussion was 
preceded by what was described as 
“a moot cordial and emotional 
reunion" in toe words of an Israeli 
aide, between the two families. 
Premier Begin and Mrs. Aliza 
Begin and President Sadat and 
Mrs. Jehan Sadat exchanged warm 
embraces, and the Begins bestowed 
bountiful kisses upon; two little 
Sadat grandchildren, Sherif and 
Jehan. (The latter was barn while 
her grandfather was in Jerusalem 
in November 1977.) 

Mrs. Sadat told Mrs. Begin she 
was teaching the little ones to say 
"shalom" in Hebrew, while Mrs.

Landowners appealing

The lando w ners, represented by 
attorneys Elias Khouzy and Amnon 
Zichroni, claim that the govern- 
ment is Ignoring last October's rul- 
ing by the High Court of Justice that 
the settlement Is illegal and that the 
settlers be moved from the site. 

They also claim that the govern- 


ment has twice postponed the 
evacuation because of pressure 
from Gush Smunlm and express 
fear that further postponement will 
allow the settlers to continue oc- 
cupying the settlement Illegally. 
They emphasize that following the 
court's decision the settlers can 
only be regarded as trespassers 
and that the government has an 
obligation to remove them. . 

Dozing preliminary cabinet dis- 
cussions on postponing the evacua- 
tion of the site, Attorney-General 
Yitzhak Zamir stressed that if the 
landowners returned to the High 
Court the state would find it very 
difficult to defend Itself legally in 
the wake of the earlier ruling. 


Shafir starts programme 
to upgrade police force

Police Inspector-General Herzl 
Shafir. who took command last 
Wednesday, has initiated medium 
and long-term planning as his first 
major change in the operation of 
the police. The officers of the Civil 
Guard met yesterday in the first of 
several planned discussion group? 
designed to produce suggestions 
for medium and long-term goals. 

In order to help the police with 
planning techniques, Sh&flr has 
named recently retired army of- 
ficer Gabi Amir as a full-time 
police officer with the rank of depu- 
ty commander. He also 
has ‘‘borrowed" two other army of- 
ficers, Gabi Nagel and Ur! 
Rabinowltz. Nagel Is currently an 
Instructor at the National Defence 
College and Rabinowltz is deputy 
financial adviser to the chief of 
staff. Amir was head of the 
operations branch in the general 
staff. 

In the face of the pervasive un- 
rest rife among the police senior 
command, a senior Shafir aide 
yesterday categorically stated that 
there would be no radical personnel 
changes. He explained that in some 
cases officers who were due for 
retirement or were on special con- 
tract would leave as planned, "and 


even that wasn't definite yet." This 
did not rule out a certain rotation 
among officers, he added. 

The planning process has been 
divided Into three stages, and is to 
be based almost solely on the work 
of the police officers themselves. 
The army officers are present only 
to aid in regard to techniques, the 
aide said. 

The first stage will be open dis- 
cussions among all the officers of 
the various units both on a com- 
mand and a professional basis. As 
such, officers could well participate 
in diattussiona involving both their 
geographical areas of operation aa 
well aa their professional area of 
responsibility, such aa in- 
vestigations. 

The second stage will involve dis- 
cussions at staff level at Police 
Headquarters in Jerusalem. This 
stage will prepare working papers, 
presenting the most feasible alter- 
. natives open to the police in each 
particular area. 

The final stage will be a working 
paper representing the position of 
the inspector-general and the 
senior command. 

The aide sold one at Shafir ’a basic 
aims Is raising the level of the 
police force above the general level 
of society. He termed this a prere- 
quisite for public cooperation and 
confidence. 


Government, Histadrut 
deadlocked on C-o-L, tax

Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroh&m Meshel la equally ada- 
mant that It be paid on the first 
ELI 4 , 000 to ELL5.000. 

Knrvitz also rejected the 
Hfetadrut's demands that income 
tax brackets be fully adjusted to the 
C-o-L index four times a year, in- 


stead of twice yearly, as at present. 

Meshel said wage earners should 
not find themselves In higher tax 
brackets just because they are be- 
ing compensated for price rises, but 
Hurvitz countered that this is not 
the time for such a change. 

Both agreed to meet again, and 
Hurvitz declined to speculate on the 
impact that, last night’s .Impasse 
may have ongovemment-HIstadrut 
relations. ' 

Minutes after the meeting ended, 
Hurvitz denied a television report 
that he had threatened to resign. 

The finance minister saw the 
telecast in the office of Histadrut 
spokesman Shmuel Soler. 

Hurvitz volunteered no com- 
ments on the report. But in reply to 
a question, he denied that he had 
threatened to resign. 


Quid allowance cut to economic cabinet

Finance Minister Ylgael Hurvitz, 
seeking to save some IL3.6b. from 
the state budget, today may ask the 
economic cabinet to cut allowances 
for children. 

Hurvitz has been criticized by 
Labour and Social Affairs 
Minister Israel Kate on this issue,

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Schools close early today 
as teachers begin sanctions

TEL AVIV. — The Association of 
Secondary School Teachers central 
council yesterday evening rejected 
appeals by Finance Minister Ylgael 
Hurvitz and Education Minister 
Zevulun Hammer not to disrupt the 
education system and decided un- 
animously to join tbe Histadrut 
teachers union in sanctions this 
morning. 

Elementary, junior high and 
secondary school pupils will be sent 
home at 11 Bum., two hours earlier 
than usual. Kindergartens will not 
be affected. 

The two unions are demanding 
Hmt the government implement all 
the clauses of the Etzloni report on 
the status and working conditions of 
teachers. The report’s main 
recommendation urged that 
teachers receive substantial wage 
increases, bringing their pay Into 
line with other professional groups. 
According to the report, teachers' 
wages lag behind those of engineers 
working for the state, whose 
salaries they are linked to in tbe 
teachers' work agreement, by some 
65 per cent. 

Today’s sanctions are seen as the 


first step In a series of measures the 
teachers intend to take. Teaching 
will be disrupted by mass meetiQgB 
of teachers during school hours, 
tomorrow and Thursday. 

From next Sunday, if no govern- 
ment concessions are forthcoming 
both unions intend to strike all the 
schools in selected towns each day. 

Yesterday .. afternoon, the 
Jerusalem Labour Court refused to 
grant the government an injunction 
to prevent the teachers from strik- 
ing. 

Justice Moahe NegM postponed a 
decision on the matter until Thurs- 
day, but appealed to tbe teachers 
not to take, action. 

In the evening. Hammer and Hur- 
vitz appear before the Association 
of Secondary School Teachers at 
Tel Aviv’s Gymnasia HeraUya to 
try to persuade them to call off the 
sanctions. "I warn you now that I 
won’t give in to your demands,’! 
Hurvitz shouted above the heckling 
of angry teachera.”I won’t let 
myself be pushed the way (former 
Finance Minister Simha) Ehrlich 
was pushed.

^Economic growth wtU drop this 
year to 3.5 per cent, compared to a 
per cent In 1979, according to the 
forecast of the Industry .Trade and 
Tourism Ministry* . 

: Minister Gfoaph -Patt delivered 
the statistics at a press conference 
in Jerusalem yesterday, stressing 
that the slowdown will hit economic 
activities.; T3»e government will 
have to Initiate a wage reform 
which will tet salaries according to 
the worker** productivity. Equality 
in wages Is a he the economy can no 
tonger afford, Patt said. 

Despite the drop in real wages ex- 
pected in the next few months. Patt 
does not expect the economy to be 
shaken by strikes; on the contrary, 
he expects Industrial quiet. 

His ministry' has Issued some 
forecasts which are acceptable to 
the Finance Ministry and have been 
submitted to the economic cabinet. 
They indicate a freeze In 
consumption, compared to a rise of 
4 or 5 per cent last year and a freeze 
in personal Income, after a rise of 2 
per cent last year. 

Public consumption will rise only 
. 1-3 per centtbls year, compared to 2 
per cent last year. Patt pins his 
hopes on exports, which arc to In- 
crease by 9.2 per cent this year. 


compared to a 4.3 increase In 1079 
at current prices. This included dla’ 
mond nnd agricultural exports. 

At that rate, exports will reach 
.».2b.. compared to J7.3b. In 1978. 
Despite the rise In exports, the 
trade deficit will increase to S4b 
from $3b. In 1979. 

Patt attacked those responsible 
for handling Israel’s request for 
U.8. aid. First of all, Israel should 
not have asked for tt.«b. Secondly, 
the negotiations should have been 
on the ministerial level, and not 
between ministry officials, 
however qualified they might be. 

He said the ¥200m. loan at 9 per 
cent Interest which the U.S. has 
granted should by no means be 
shrugged off. He noted that Income 
from the Israel bonds is about the 
same figure: S2Q0m. 

Patt shocked the JonmsUsts when 
he said that a year ago be had 
suggested a 190 per cent levy on 
non-baslc Imports, for a year. That 
would have Increased revenue 
while significantly reducing im- 
ports. 

But at the time, the governor of 
the Bank of Israel, Arson Gafny, 
opposed the move because of limits 

set by the International Monetary 
Fund, and the Treasury was not 
overly enthusiastic. 

The result was the import 
“deposit" of only 10 per cent which 


wus levied two months ago, effec- 
tive for six months. But Patt said he 
would ash for an increase in the 
levy as soon as the first six-month 
period is up. 

Patt also sold he had received 
complaints from the U.S. and Bri- 
tain on the Instructions from Israel 
that Hebrew labels must be on all 
goods destined for the Israeli 
market. 

Patt attaeked the Hlstadrut. call- 
ing it hypocritical for quitting the 
public price committee. While 
Nuzhat Katxav, chairman of the 
Hlstadrut Central Consumer 
Authority, demands more supervi- 
sion of prices. Hlstadrut enter- 
prises demand price hikes to cover 
their more costly inputs, he said. 

The ministry Is Intensifying the 
development of the hotel Industry, 
especially In Jerusalem and Eilat. 
Jerusalem la still the bottleneck. 
Patt said; 98 per cent of ail tourists 
spend at least three days in the 
capital. 

Charter flights brought 160,000 
tourists last year, compared to 2,- 
600 in 1976. he added. 

Other tourism figures were 
released yesterday. The total 
number of tourists in 1979 was 1,- 
138,000, a rise of 6 per cent over 
1978. In the laat decade, nearly 
eight million people visited Israel. 


Sit-in protest at E. J’lem Electric Co.

* Several hundred demonstrators 
crowded into the offices of the East 
■ Jerusalem Electric Company 
yesterday to protest last week's 
government decision to assume 
control of Its power concession 
from January 1981. 

People from throughout the West 
Bank and East Jerusalem spent the 
day In a sit-down protest, singing 
nationalist songs and chanting 
slogans. 

* 

Representatives of moat West 
Bank municipalities turned up 
throughout the day. but oily a few 
small towns, and Jericho, were 
represented by their mayors. 
Military government sources said 
that those mayors "not directly 
concerned with the company" had 
been prevented from attending. 

Students from the universities of 


Bir Zett and Bethlehem added their 
voices to the chorus of protest. But 
the Bir Zett students were delayed 
by security forces In Ramallah for 
over an hour before being allowed 
to proceed to Jerusalem. 

Messages of solidarity from 
various bodies were read to the 
demonstrators, and a strong state- 
ment was issued "deploring the 
Zionist conspiracy to take our com- 
pany." Support waa expressed for 
the Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion and there waa a call for 
solidarity with Arab prisoners In 
Israeli jails. 

Informed sources In East 
Jerusalem told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that there was "little 
chance*' that the company's 
management would apply to the 
High Court against ttfe 
government's decision. The 
grounds for the board’s hesitation, 
the sources said, are that the com- 


pany does not have a strong legal 
case for apposing the take-over, 
and the belief that the High Court 
would not prove sympathetic. 

-Protests against the withdrawal 
of the company's concession are ex- 
pected to continue for the next few 
days, and activists are planning a 
sit-in during the Friday prayers at 
the Al-Aqaa Mosque. There has also 
been talk of a general strike 
throughout the West Bank next 
Monday. 

Anwar Nusaelbeh, board chair- 
man, is believed to have reported to 
the U.S. consul In Jerusalem on the 
situation at the company, and the 
Jordanian government reportedly 
has promised to maintain Its sup- 
port for the company In the future. 
This was clarified at meetings In 
Amman this week between a com- 
pany representative and Jordanian 
official. 


Court says no to ‘Palestine Press’

Camp David accords. 

But he also dismissed the opinion 
of the Registrar of Companies that 
the name "Palestine Press Ser- 


vices" had been chosen "for im- 
proper reasons." The firm's owners 
plan to appeal yesterday's decision 
to the Supreme Court. 

The firm Is an Independent news 
organization with offices on East 
Jerusalem’s Solah a-DIn Street. 
The name “Palestine Press Ser- 
vices" has long been displayed on a 
sign outside ita premises. Its ac- 
tivities Include translations from 
Hebrew into Arabic. 

Kar'aeen told The Jerusalem 
Pest yesterday that he and Tawti 
were "upset, but not surprised" by , 
the court ruling. "It makes non- 
sense of all the talk of peace 
between Israelis and Palestinians," 
he said." How can there be peace if 
they don't even recognize our 
name!" 


Baby beaten up by 3-year-old 


A three-year-old boy severely 
beat an eight-month •old baby boy in 
Jerusalem Sunday night.

Ginsburg calls for Olympics boycott

LONDON, — Dissident Alexander 
Ginsburg, Imprisoned three times 
by Soviet authorities, has called on 
the West to boycott the Moscow 
Olympic Games. 

Ginsburg said in an interview 
with the "Sunday Telegraph" that 
the Olympic rings (the symbol of 
the international games) were 
“handcuffs" as far as he was con- 
cerned. Democratic countries 
■should have nothing to do with 


them, he said. 

Now on his first trip to London, 
Ginsburg met last week with Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher. 

Ginsburg said the West should en- 
courage its envoys to seek broader 
contacts with the Soviet people, and 
not just with officials. 

It should also “stop selling the 
Soviet government the technology 
that they use to oppress their Inter- 
nal opponents and Invade foreign 
countries," and increase radio 
broadcasts to the Soviet bloc, he 
declared. 


Bill would put abortion clause back in

Two Labour MKs have tabled a 
private members bill to put back 
into the Abortions Law the clause 
permitting abortions on social 
grounds. 'Die clause was revoked 
some weeks ago by the coalition, 
under the terms of its agreement 
with Agudat YiaraeL 
The bill, tabled by Shoshona 
Arbell and Michael Hariah, uses ex- 
actly the same wording as that in 
the expunged clause. It says that 
the statutory panels may approve 
abortions "when the continuation of 


pregnancy is likely to cause serious 
harm to the woman or her children, 
because of the difficult family or 
social circumstances of the woman 
and of her milieu." 

Arbell and Hariah write In their 
explanation to the private bill that 
since the Knesset amended the bill, 
considerable ferment has occurred 
among the public. “In order to 
avoid legislation which the public 
cannot abide by, and which will 
transform citizens into criminals 
against their will, it is hereby 
proposed to add the missing clause 
to the law," they wrote.

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Soviets hold major Afghani towns 


KABUL (UPI), — Soviet forces ore 
in control of all major cities and 
highways in Afghanistan, although 
Moslem guerrillas are still able to 
mount hit-and-run attacks by night. 
Western diplomatic sources said 
yesterday. 

f Diplomats said that the es- 
timated 50,000 Soviet troops, using 
helicopter gunshlps and light ar- 
moured personnel carriers, are 
concentrating their offensive on the 
mountainous provinces of 
Badakshan and Paktia on the 
.Pakistani border, where they are 
. meeting only Isolated resistance. 

"There is no question of Moslem 
rebels, or even defecting Afghan 
troops, holding towns against 
Soviet armour," a .diplomat said. 
"A Soviet commander has only to 
give the command and a town is 
taken." 

This conflicted with earlier 
reports that rebels and defecting 
government troops were holding 
out against a ring of Soviet armour 
in Herat on the Iranian border and 
were putting up stiff resistance in 
the southern provincial town of 


Kandahar. 

Despite the rapidity and 
smoothness of the operation, 
political observers said that a swift 
Soviet withdrawal, as promised by 
Moscow, Is unlikely. "That would 
look like they were bowing to inter- 
national pressure, and the Soviets 
don't do that," a diplomat said. 

(Exiled Afghan rebel leaders said 
Russian troop strength in 
Afghanistan was approaching 80,- 
000, with more soldiers pouring Into 
the country every day. They called 
their country "another Kam- 
puchea," accusing Soviet troops of 
slaughtering hundreds of innocent 
Moslems in Afghanistan in mass 
reprisal attacks against Insurgent 
forces.) 

Analysts discounted reports that 
winter snows are hampering 
operations in the Hindu Kush moun- 
tains, where Soviet forces are 
reliably reported to be using 
napalm against rebel strongholds. 
“If the Russians don’t have the 
equipment and experience to fight 
In the snow, who does?" one source 
said. 


The 320-kro highway from the 
Pakistani border town of Torkham 
to the Afghani capital appears safe 
from rebel attack by day, but 
.travellers who spent Saturday night 
in the provincial capital of 
Jelaiabad reported hearing fighting 
outside the town, with light and 
heavy macbinegun fire and 
helicopters in the early hours of 
Sunday. 

Analysts in Kabul confirmed that 
the guerrillas are continuing to 
harass the Soviet forces with small- 
scale attacks under cover of 
darkness. 

An 11 p.m. to 4 a.m. curfew 
remains in force and Western em- 
bassies in Kabul are advising their 
nationals to keep off the streets 
after 9 p.m. 

The capital Itself has been quiet 
since last Monday, with shops, 
cafes and markets doing business 
as usual, but with Soviet forces 
guarding the prime minister's 
building, the Interior Ministry, the 
TV and radio compound, the cen- 
tral post office and some key In- 
tersections In the centre of the city.

PEKING (Reuter). — U.S. Defence 
Secretary Harold Brown bad. seven 
hours of talk* with Chinese officials 
yesterday, concentrating on the 
Soviet intervention in Afghanistan 
and its implications for Asia and 
the world.' U.S. officials said. 


The officials said both sides 
agreed that the situation In 
Afghaniatnan had revealed 
something of Moscow’s wider world 
ambitions. 

■Brown and the Chinese discussed 
what could be done for 
Afghanistan's neighbour, Pakistan, 
and for Southwest Asia generally, 


according to the sources. They said 
more concrete details on this would 
be worked out to the next two days 
Other subjects discussed lnclud 
ed Iado-ChJna and bilateral Issues 
Brown, who arrived In Peking on 
Saturday, spent most of his time 
yesterday with Chinese ‘Vice- 
Premier Geng Blao, who is also 
general secretary of the Com- 
munist Party's military commis- 
sion. The defence secretary lunch- 
ed with Foreign Minister Huang 
Hua, and is scheduled to meet 
senior Vice-Premier Deng Xiaop- 
ing today and Chairman Hua 
Guofeng tomorrow.

Death toll in 
Ulster conflict 
reaches 2,001 


BELFAST (AP). — The 10-year 
death toll in the Northern Ireland 
sectarian conflict passed the 2,000 
mark on Sunday night when three 
militiamen were killed by a mine 
which blew up thei r lan d-rover. 

The fatalities were the 1,999th, 
2,000th and 2,001st victims. (Earlier 
reports that the 2,000 mark was 
passed were Incorrect.) 

The toll of known killings is kept 
by the Royal Ulster Constabulary, 
which said 20,000 other persons 
have been injured, many crippled 
for life. 

The death toil includes 1,424 
civilians, 327 British soldiers, 101 
militia In the. Ulster Defence Regi- 
ment, 91 members of the con- 
stabulary, 41 constabulary reser- 
vists and 17 prison officers. 


Steelera vs. Rams 
in Super Bowl 


NEW YORK (AP). — The 
Pittsburgh Steelera have earned a 
shot at their fourth Super Bowl foot- 
ball championship and the Las 
Angeles Rams have ended the 
dreams of the surprising Tampa 
Bay Buccaneers to qualify for their 
first Super Bowl. 

The Steelera, defending National 
Football League champions and 
winners of three of the last five 
Super Bowls, clinched their spot In 
the January 20 championship game 
with a convincing 27-13 victory over 
the Houston Oilers for the 
American Conference title. 

The Rams won't have to travel 
far from home for the Super Bowl, 
which will be played at the Rose 
Bowl In Pasadena, California. They 
beat Tampa Bay 9-0 to the National 
Conference title game. 


Israeli grandmaster 
stunned by schoolboy 


LONDON (Reuter). — A 14-year- 
old British schoolboy caused a sen- 
sation to the Hastings International 
Chess Congress yesterday by 
beating Israeli grandmaster 
Vladimir Liberzon. 

Liberzon attacked strongly but 
over-reached and on the 39th move 
resigned when faced with the 
prospect of being checkmated by 
Nigel Short. 

The leader of the tournament, 
now just past the halfway stage, Is 
Sweden's Ulf Andersson, who has 
dx-aad-a-half points. 
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Key Khomeini official 
defects to Kurdish rebels 



TEHERAN. — Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini's chief representative In 
the tense Kurdistan province has 
quit and joined Kurdish rebels 
demanding the central government 
pull its forces out of Suiandaj. the 
provincial capital, the "Teheran 
Times" reported yesterday. 

HOsaeto Shahvessl, Kurdistan's 
governor-general resigned after the 
Khomeini regime refused to honour 
hla pledge to the rebels that the 
government’s revolutionary guard 
would be withdrawn from the city, 
the English-language newspaper 
said. 

It said Shahvessl joined Kurdish 
rebels taking part to a six-day-old 
sit-in to protest the government's 
refusal to withdraw the m iliti a m en. 
Residents of a 'half-dozen other Kur- 
dish towns demonstrated on Sunday 
in support of the Sa n a nd aj sit-in, 
the paper said. 

And Teheran radio said 43 per- 
sons were killed and 110 Injured on 
Sunday In the second day of clashes 
between Sunni and Shl'lte Moslems 
In the Persian Gulf port of Bandar 
Langeh, about 980 km south of 
Teheran. A government official 
said the fighting started when the 
city's Shi’ltea became enraged by a 
comment made by a Sunni 
cle r gyman. He did not elaborate, 
Khomeini's Shi'ites are the domi- 
nant Moslems In Iran. 

In Tabriz, tens of thousands of 
demonstrators filled the streets 
yesterday, setting fire to a 
revolutionary headquarters. 

The Azerbljanis support 
Khomeini’s chief religious rival 
Ayatollah Mohammed Kazem 
Shari at-Madari. Tabriz, capital of 
East Azerbaijan province, la just 
north of Kurdistan to northwestern 
Iran. One person was killed and 


more than 130 others Injured to 
weekend clashes there between 
supporters of the rival Ayatollahs. 

New violence was also reported 
in Baluchiat&n-Slstan province 
where a number of people were kill- 
ed last month as some residents 
demanded the withdrawal of the 
revolutionary guard. 

Two revolutionary guardsmen 
were killed when insurgents an. 
bushed a guard unit on a highway. 
200 km south of the provincial 
capital of Zahedan, the offi ci al Pars 
news agency sold. Four insurgents 
were killed in the attack. Pars said. 

As the UN deadline for a final 
decision on economic sanctions 
against Iran passed yesterday the 
50 Americans being held hostage at 
the U.S. Embassy spent their 65th 
day in captivity. 

Meanwhile, the Iranian Ministry 
of Guidance said it was considering 
the expulsion of representatives of 
the mass media of the U.S., Britton 
and West Germany to retaliation 
for their coverage of the crista 
between Iran and America. 

Foreign press chief Abolghaasem 
Sadegh told the state-run radio that 
the government of Iran objected to 
the whole "system, not in- 
dividuals." 

The UN Security Council was 
scheduled to meet late last night to 
hear Secretary-General Kurt 
Waldheim's report on Us trip to 
.Iran, but the U.S. indicated It would 
not accept the "package deal" 
Waldheim had offered that would:, 
link the release of the hostages to 
UN sponsored investigations about 
the shah. 

A spokesmen for the militants 
holding the American embassy saJd 
they too rejected the proposal. (AP, . 
UPI) 
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Iran plotted Aswan attack 


CAIRO (Reuter). — An Iranian-ac- 
cused of plotting a terror campaign 
in Cairo has skid that Iranian 
authorities sent him to sabotage the 
normalization of relations between 
Egypt and Israel. 

■ Fallahuddln Mohammed Jutahan 
said in a televised statement on 
Sunday that he was recruited by 
religious officials close to Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini. 

Jutahan sold his mission was to 


set off six large fires In Cairo and to 
attack other Egyptian cities in- 
cluding Aswan where Premier 
Men ahem Begin is now meeting 
Egyptian President Anwar Sadat 

But he did not disclose whether 
the Aswan raid was timed to coin- 
cide with the Begin visit. 

Jutsh&n said he worked for the 
“Fedayan Islam Organization" 
headed by roving Iranian Islamic 
Judge Sadegh KhaJkhali. 


Kenyans held in Adamson murder 


NAIROBI (Reuter). — Naturalist 
and author Joy Adamson was 
murdered and three of her former 
employees, all Kenyans, are being 
questioned, Kenyan police said 
yesterday. 

Adamson, 69, was first reported 
to have been killed by a lion on 
Thursday night at a remote bush 
camp In the Shaba game reserve. 
But Ellis Monks, executive director 
of the World Wildlife Fund and an 
associate of Adamson, said a post- 
mortem examination carried out to 
Nairobi last Saturday showed con- 
clusively that she was net killed by 
a lion. 


The body had wounds on the 
shoulders and aides but there were 
no claw wounds, he added. 

Adamson gained fame with three 
books about a lioness given the 
name Elsa which she and her hus- 
band raised from a cub and finally 
returned to the wild. 

The first of the books, "Bom 
Free,” was made into a film.

GIVE SOLDIERS LIFTS 
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IT IS-6.1S a.m. on & cold, wet winter Friday 
morning in Jerusalem, The city Is shrouded 
in the grey light of dawn. Fog hovers over the 
root tops. The streets of the Capital are eeri- 
ly quiet,. except for the occasional bus, whose 
motor momentarily shatters the stillness. 

While most of Jerusalem’s inhabitants still 
slumber, Leah Brumer busies herself in her 
first floor kitchen in Jaffa Road. 

On Fridays, she starts working a little 
later thants her custom on other days of the 
week. Usually, she's up and about at 5.30, but 
she has .less cooking to do on Fridays. 

Thetantallirtny aroma of fried onions wafts 
down the staircase. The onions are the base 
for Leah's delicious cholent, or shtlet, as she 
calls it in. the faint trace of an Hungarian ac- 
cent which sOU lingers after 82 years in 
IsraeL • 

Leah Is the proprietoreu of Europa, one of 
the few restaurants in downtown 
Jerusalem « where items such as humous, 
tehina, pita mid lamb never appear on the 
menu. The cuisine is strictly Hungarian — 
hot and spicy-sweet. Whenever she's cook- 
ing, Leah has large jars of paprika and 
granulated garlic close at hand. 

The onions are sautded in a combination of 
oil and goose fax until they turn pale gold in 
colour. Garlic and paprika are added to 
enhance the flavour, then beef shanks and 
brown beans. Leah turns the flame down 
low, and leaves the concoction to simmer for 
ID minutes, stirring two or three times to 
make sure that the onions don't stick to the 
bottom of the pot. Next, she adds water to 
cover the surface of the mixture, and leaves 
the pot an the Are for another half-hour 
before, transferring .it. to the oven. 
Sometimes, the .ingredients also Include 
barley; and if she has any vegetable soup 
available r She adds that. 

Leah has no objection to sharing her 
recipes, but trying to pin her down to exact 
quantities is a fruitless task. An instinctive 
cook, she never resorts to measuring a cup- 
ful or spoonful of anything. The essential 
secret to the majority at her recipes, she 
says, is slow cooking. 

Her sbalet is not quite the same as the one 
which she ate as a girl In Sumbatli on the 
Austro-Hungarian border. “The bones were 
veal shanks ami not beef," she recalls, "and 
the top of the pot was circled with hard- 
boiled eggs." The cooking of the shalet was 
never done at home. The pot would be 
hermetically sealed with an identifying 
mark, and it would then be taken by the maid 
to the local baker, jin whose oven it would 
stand overnight. 

Leah had no childhood ambitions to run a 
restaurant. She was still a teenager when she 
was included inaN&zl round-up and taken to 
Auschwitz. The only member of her im- 
mediate family to survive the war, she was 
sent by the Jewish welfare authorities to an 
alfya training farm in Hungary. 

"You can cook,” she was told when she 
arrived. ."AH right" she replied, "but who's 
going to eat what X prepare?" At that stage, 
she was totally inexperienced in the kitchen. 
While she worked, the images of her loved 
ones who had perished, constantly flooded 
her mind. Gradually, she began to 


A stew fit for 
the Sabbath 

Inexpensive and filling, cholent or hamin is our most 
typical traditional dish, writes Greer Fay Cashman. 
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memories to the test on the training farm 
menu. There were no complaints. 

Later, she took a course on how to wait on. 
tables. When she finally left Hungary, she 
first spent a year In Cyprus before reaching 
Israel. 

She had not been in Israel very long when 
she met another Hungarian Immigrant, 
Ernest Brumer, whom she subsequently 
married. "She was pretty and she was a good 
cook, What more did a man need In a wife?” 
Ernest quips. 

Their first restaurant was located In Hillel 
Street, with the large patio of their apart- 
ment serving as a dining area. Later, they 
moved to somewhat larger premises In 
Keren Kayemet St.', and more recently open- 
ed up "Europa" in Jaffa Rd. 

Le&h does all the cooking berself. 
Everything is ready by mid-morning. "I like 
to start the day early” she says, “because I 
know that there won't be any distractions to 
disturb me before the kitchen staff come on 
duty.” When illness prevents Leah from do- 
ing her chores, Ernest takes over. He learn- 
ed how to cook by observing Leah, "but I'm 
much more limited than she is.” 

Leah refuses to employ an assistant cook. 
"It's not that I doubt anyone else’s abilities," 
she explains. "It's just that I'm a very tough 
boleboste and I don't think that someone else 
would be happy trying to live up to my 
demands." 

Cholent, shalet, call it what you will, its 
definition is best summed up in the Hebrew 
name, hamin, which means purely and 
.simply, a hot .dish. . v . 

In the pre-electricity era, particularly in 
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Europe, where people had to endure long, 
cold winters, Jews, forbidden to cook on the 
Sabbath, bad to come up with a dish which 
could survive some 20 hours in the oven and 
still be edible. Economics was another Im- 
portant consideration, which is why so many 
cholent recipes contain relatively Inexpen- 
sive, filling ingredients such as potatoes, 
barley, dried beans, kasha (groats) and rice. 

Today, observant Jews don't have to rely 
on cholent for an appetising Sabbath meal. 
Virtually any dish can be prepared in ad- 
vance, and kept warm on a hot plate. 

For the non-observant, who are partial to 
cholent, but mindful of the energy crisis, a 
wonder-pot is a marvellous solution. Your 
cholent will cook on top of the stove in under 
two hours, tasting of oven crispness, without 
ever having been In the oven. 

Although cholent Is regarded as a strictly 
Jewish culinary tradition, it would be a fairly 
safe bet to say that it has its origins in the 
French casaoulet, the recipes for which are 
very similar to those of cholent, with two' 
main exceptions — the cooking time, which 
is approximately four hours, and the inclu- 
sion of pork and lamb. 

If one is cognisant of how words change in 
pronunciation from region to region and 
country to country, it becomes quite easy to 
find a common association between cholent, 
shalet and cassoulet. 

It is unlikely that you will find rice In any 
European recipe for a Sabbath stew, but in 
North Africa and Asia, where rice is a 
dietary staple. It is a main ingredient In 
every main course mes4- -- 

Miriam Nlsslm, who grew up on Kurdistan 


cuisine, had to expand her culinary reper- 
toire when she married her husband Kadurl, 
who is of Iraqi extraction. 

Tripe and kubbeh are standard Sabbath 
fare among the Kurds, whereas the Iraquis 
go in for stuffed chicken. Miriam alternates 
between both traditions. 

Like Leah Brumer, she relies on Instinct 
and experience more than measuring uten- 
sils, and has equal difficulty in stating how 
much of any one ingredient should be used. 

These are the recipes as she gave them to 
me: 

Tripe 

Tripe, meat cubes, rice, salt, paprika, 
black pepper, oil, water. 

Clean the tripe thoroughly until it is com- 
pletely white. Cut the tripe Into a large 
square or rectangle, fold over and sew the 
edges together, leaving an opening for the 
filling. 

Mix all remaining ingredients except 
water, and place them in the sack of tripe. 
Sew the remaining edge and place the sack 
in a pot of water. Bring to the boil, then dis- 
card the water. Fry the tripe In a small quan- 
tity of oil until brown on all sides. Add water 
to the pan, bring to the boil and simmer on 
the lowest possible flame or on a hot plate. 
Leave the pan on the heat all night. 

Kubbeh 

Rice, ground beef, burgbul, beef shanks, 
salt, pepper. 

Soak rice in water for two hours. Drain 
rice and mix with ground beef, salt and 
pepper. Meanwhile place burghul and 
shanks In a pot. Cover with water, season to 
taste, bring to the boil, then simmer. Make 
small balls out of the rice and meat mixture, 
and cook them in the burghul broth. Turn 
flame down to lowest point, and leave pot on 
the stove overnight. 

Staffed Chicken 

Beef cubes, rice, diced tomatoes, salt, 
pepper, cumin, chicken soup, one chicken. 

Cook a large portion of the rice in the 
chicken soup. Mix remaining rice with beef, 
seasoning and tomatoes. Staff chicken with 
this mixture and sew up the opening. Place 
chicken in the rice and soup mixture and 
cook on low flame. 

Nill Amer's family enjoys a recipe which 
they brought with them from Morocco; but 
Nill concedes that it has been adapted to suit 
Israeli conditions. The rice in this recipe Is 
conveniently prepared in a “Cooky” bag. 

“My grandmother In Morocco never heard 
of any of these modern labour-saving 
devices" Nill says. "She used to make a 
pouch out of chicken skin and put the rice In 
that. It probably tasted better, but it’s too 
messy." Nili's recipe also calls for 
margarine, whereas her grandmother 
probably used oil, chicken fat or lamb suet. 
This modified version of Moroccan hamin 
serves five. 

Moroccan Hamin 

3 cups of chick peas, 1 cup dried beans, 2% 
cups rice, 6 potatoes, 5 eggs; kilo meat or 
chicken, a tub of margarine, 1 tap. 
turmeric, pinch of black pepper, % tup. salt, 
pinch of paprika, water, oil. 

Soak the chick peas and beans is hot water 
for at least 3 hours. Fry the rice in a small 
quantity of oil and water over a low flame' for 
10 minutes, stirring occasionally. Place the 


rice in a “Cooky” bag and put the bag in a 
pot. Add all the other ingredients and cover 
with water. Cook all night on a low flame, 
making sure that there is enough water to 
keep the mixture from burning. 

The traditional East European hamin or 
cholent calls for onions fried in poultry fat or 
oil, lima beans, barley- (both soaked over- 
night), diced or halved potatoes, beef brisket 
or shoulder, salt, pepper, paprika and garlic. 
When making a kasha cholent, the potatoes 
and barley are omitted. The onions should be 
sauteed in a pot to which all the other in- 
gredients are added. Pour in enough water to 
reach a centimetre below the top of the pot. 
Cover pot with a tight lid and bring cholent to 
the boil. Simmer over a low flame for an 
hour and transfer to oven. Bake on a very 
low temperature overnight. For extra 
flavour and moisture retention, a grated 
carrot can be added to the basic mixture. If 
you don’t have an oven, and you have to 
leave the cholent on top of the stove all night, 
it will taste better if you sear the meat. 

With l&mb currently so much cheaper than 
beef, the economic cook will opt for the 
former rather than the latter. Lamb, being 
fattier than beef, will give the cholent a more 
succulent taste. To enrich the flavour even 
more, throw in a few chicken wings, or better 
still, have a mix of lamb, beef and poultry. 

No Ashkenazi cholent is complete without 
the extras — knaldle, helzl or kishke. The 
knaldle Is a large dumpling placed close to 
the meat In the centre of the pot. 

Helzl is stuffed poultry neck — usually 
chicken; and kishke is stuffed derma, using 
the intestines of a cow. 

The knaidle can be a huge matza ball, 
enhanced by the addition of fried onions to 
the basic mixture; or alternately, you can 
make a flour and water dough with chicken 
fat binding and your favourite herbs and 
spices. Form the dough into a ball. Potato 
dumplings can be made with mashed 
potatoes, flour, eggs and seasoning. 

The stuffing for helzl and kishke utilises 
the same recipe in differing quantities. For 
kishke take K cup of chicken or goose fat, 1 
large grated onion, % cup flour, salt, pepper 
and garlic to taste, boiling salted water. Melt 
a small quantity of the fat and lightly 
a&uto the onions. Sift together flour, salt, 
pepper and garlic. Add breadcrumbs and 
onions including the melted fat. Cut up 
remaining fat into small pieces. Mix well and 
stuff poultry neck casing or derma. The stuf- 
fing should be loose so that it will have room 
to expand during the cooking process. After 
sewing up the opening of the casing, im- 
merse for three minutes in boiling water, 
drain and place It on top of the cholent before 
putting the pot in the oven. 

Cleaning the casings requires skill. If 
you're too energetic, the casings will tear. 
They should be scalded, scraped, and rinsed 
on both sides. Sew up one end, and use a tea- 
spoon to fee the stuffing into the casing. 
Start at the sewn-up end, circling it with the 
thumb and forefinger. 

Many restaurants serve cholent and 
kishke right throughout the week, but 
somehow, it just doesn't taste the same as it 
does on Saturdays. The Sabbath has its own 
secret ingredient which turns ah ordinary 
stew into something special. 
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X COULD write an ode is praise of 
chunt, or cholent, or hamin as it Is 
called fo Israel. There fa no other 
dish which combines the advan- 
tages of satisfying a wide variety of 
tastes. Is economical, can be made 
quickly and represents a meaMn- 
one-pot repost for those of us who 
don’t like washing pots. 


In our family, we serve cholent 
. reli g iou s ly every Shabbat lunch 
from Buccot to Feaaeh. The in- 
gredients by now are quite versatile 
and heterogeneous and represent a 
mini-history of the household. 

When I was young and newly- 
wed, I made a simple cholent and 
pnly when guests came. In the 


biggest pot we had at the time, I 
browned an onion in a bit of 
margarine, added salt and pepper 
to taste, threw in the Shabbat 
chicken -giblets, diced up W 
potatoes, augmented it all with a 
cup of plain white kidney beans 
soaked overnight in water, more 
salt and pepper, covered It with

water and waited for happy results. 

We moved to a development town 
down south when our first-born. 
Hannah, was horn. She quickly 
picked up the Sephardi tastes of 
our neighbours and we began put- 
ting garlic and turnips in our 
cholent, dousing liberally with 
paprika. A friend from Boston who 
visited us there advised browning a 
few carrots which added flavour 
and colouring. 

By the time we moved back to 
Jerusalem and Rafl, our fourth 
child was bora, we were putting 8-8 
diced potatoes in our cholent, more 
chicken pieces, and the latest in- 
novation — barley, at least a cup 
full which our Hungarian grocer 
called in Hebrew, ‘‘pzrinlm barley.” 

Then came a brief period when 
meat was cheaper than chicken — 
remember? We didn't cut out the 
chicken spare parts, but started ad- 
ding 14 kilo of brisket. A chance 
visit to a sausage factory led to the 


innovation of “kishke" (stuffed der- 
ma) which actually remains as a 
“guest performer" In our cholent 
as we rarely buy the delicacy. 

A mistaken grocery order led to 
still another ingredient When the 
supermarket delivered 10 packages 
of chickpeas instead of the 10 cans 
ot humous I'd ordered while I 
wasn’t home, I walled, “What am I 
going to do with all these arbea — 
make a brie?” “Put them In the 
cholent" my ever-ingenious hus- 
band advised. And ever since then 
we soak two cups of chickpeas and 
two cups of kidney beans every 
Thursday evening for the next 
day’s production. 

Now several kids later, using the 
biggest pot we could find, dicing ap- 
proximately 12-18 potatoes per 
cholent, we've begun adding pieces 
of turkey necks and, a popular 
item, several hot dogs, cut up. Now 
It's the children who bring home 
tasty additions. Hannah, who spent 


her first year of national service in 
Klryat Shmona, suggested we add 
whole raw eggs, shell and all, 
Moroccan style. As the cholent 
simmers away, the eggs become 
hard-boiled and then brown, so that 
by the time the cholent’s eaten, 
they've acquired a unique, roasted, 
meaty taste. Only recently we've 
begun mixing in a spoon of honey to 
top off the cholent just before It's 
placed on the hot plate which gives 
a nice brown colour and brings out 
the flavour of each item. 

After klddush and chopped liver, 
when the “toran" (junior waiter of 
the week) starts dishing out the 
cholent on Shabbat afternoon, the 
orders are called out in cadence 
from the dining room. “Heavy on 
the potatoes and hot dogs, but not 
too many carrots," yells Doodle. 
“No liquid, but a lot of beans and 
meat," Mlchy requests. Three- 
year-old Ayelet wants nack-nick 
too, and humous, but not hot. I sit

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IT'S RAINING outside. And even 
though it's Te! Aviv, it’s still cold. 
With the price of gas and electricity 
these days, heating your outsides is 
no easy matter. With the price of 
food these days, heating your in* 
sides is no easy matter either. The 
time seems ripe for getting into a 
stew. 

A stew is a mixture, often of meat 
with vegetables, that Is prepared by 
slow-cooking or simmering. A 
casserole, ditto, but In the oven with 
a cover. Either way, it’s one way to 
stretch your budget, especially if 
you leave out the meat. Grains and 
legumes are perfect for stews, 
because their flavours are enhanc- 
ed by cooking with vegetables. 
They are also an excellent source of 
protein when mixed together, and 
with a dairy product. Vegetable 
stews that don’t contain potatoes 
may be served with pasta, rice, 
kasha, bulgar, or other grain. 
Those that do are best served with a 
salad. Here are a few of the 
possibilities:

Sicilian Vegetable Stew 
The Sicilians love their food hot, 
as contrasted with the Northern

flavours. This hot and spicy 
vegetable stew Is perfect over 
pasta, mashed potatoes, rice or 
other grain. Leave out the pepper If 
you prefer. Serve with grated 
cheese and/or chopped olives if 
desired.

Stretch your budget by leaving out meat and 
concentrating on vegetables and grains and legumes 
in your casseroles, writes Phyllis Glazer. 


Cut all vegetables except 
potatoes into medium sized pieces. 
Try on low heat in half the quantity 
of oil or margarine about S minutes, 
till shiny. Add salt, pepper, 
mustard powder and hot water or 
broth. Cut potatoes into slices (I 
always prefer to wash them well 
and use them with the peel, because 
that’s where most of the vitamins 
lurk), and cover the whole 
casserole with them. Sprinkle with

SOUP must have been the first food 
cooked In a pot utilizing bones and 
roots. Every country has its 
specialities, but there are also 
many similarities around the 
world. Every soup can be made into 
a stew by adding meat balls, 
dumplings, rice, and legumes, thus 
creating nourishing and healthy 
one-pot meals. 

Soups are stimulating, 
nourishing, appetizing, and 
healthy, adding liquid to the diet. A 
light soup should be served with a 
heavy dinner, but never & 
nourishing one made with legumes. 

A healthy soup can be made with 
yoghurt or leben, cucumbers and 
garlic, and served cold. Gaspacho 
is made with tomatoes, peppers, 
cucumbers, oil and garlic and 
blended raw. Fresh or dried fruit 
soups are also healthy and can be 
served cold with yoghurt or in 
winter, hot and thickened with 
cornflour. 

Broth — the invalid soup of meat 
— contains extractives which are 
stimulating and appetizing arous- 
ing the juices of the stomach but not 
nourishing. On the contrary meat 
soup is contralndlcted when there is 
hyper- acidity or an ulcer. So even 
chicken soup is not a panacea lor 
people with those troubles. A cream 
vegetable soup is better. A chicken 
soup supposed to prevent colds, is 
Bucharlan Chicken soup, made 
with soup greens and chicken, then 
laced with lemon and garlic ahd 
served with broad noodles. The 
Greeks too have a word for it — 
Avgolemone Soup, but instead of 
noodles they add rice, lemon and 
beaten egg. 

What is the difference between 
bouillon, consommC. and bisque? 
The first is made of browned beef 
and bone; consomxhe is made of 
two kinds of meat or chicken, while 
bisque is a creamed fish soup. 

Whatever the soup, the greens 
are most important; parsley, 
celery root, carrot, leeks, onions, 
garlic, turnip — if not available 
fresh, then use dried or frozen soup 
mix, or vegetables. A “Bouquet 
Garni” containing celery, thyme, 
bay leaves, parsley and pepper- 
corns is used French soups. Spices 
vary with the country — the Middle 
East likes tumeric and cumin an 
addition to the regular apices of the 
west — salt, pepper, paprika, 
oregano, marjoram and caraway 
seeds. . 

Grated carrot simmered in oil 
gives a good colour to soup. 

Chicken soup can be varied and. 
mad glamorous by add in g cereals 
(rice, semolina, mates dumplings) 
cubes of avocado, mock almonds, 
mashed cooked chestnuts and 
parve cream, eggplant stew with 
egg, ravioli and kreplach, noodles. 
Use up left over roast-turkey and 
chicken bones in s soup. Add a soup 
cube if necessary and lots of 
chopped green onions ' ahd dill. 
Fresh or dried mushrooms or pitted 
olives enhance this soup. 

Legume soups are the hearty 
ones ahd take, longer to cook. To

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• Spaghetti with meatballs la 
unheard-of In Italy. 

Most people equate spaghetti 
with Italy, as they do roast beef 
with England. But there Is con- 
siderable doubt that Italians have 
any real claim to inventing pasta, 
Italian restaurants the world over 
notwithstanding. 

Scholars some years ago spiked 
the most popular theory, that the 
13th century Italian trader-explorer 
Marco Polo brought pasta back 
from China. They found an inven- 
tory of 1279, some 20 years before 
Marco Polo returned from Asia, in 


which a Genoa merchant listed a 
cheatful of macaroni among his 
possessions. 

In fact, nobody knows when or 
how the first pasta dish appeared to 
European gastronomy. It now 
see ms likely some form of pasta 
was first sampled by the ancient 
Greeks. 

Evidence cornea from Sicily, once 
a Greek colony, where the term 
"Macca" la still used for a basic 
food flour- and-water mixture. The 
word may come from the Greek 
“makar." meaning ' 'blessed food.” 
and the earliest form of pasta 
probably was macaroni. 

Now there are hundreds of types 
— spaghetti, vermicelli, fettuclnl, 
ravioli, cannelloni, llngulnl, pap- 
par delle, taglfatelle, buccattlnl, 
tonareUl and scores more. 

Spaghetti probably waa the type v - 
4 responsible for the theory that 
pasta is arche typically Italian. 
Aristocrats on the “grand tour” in 
the late 18th century commented 
repeatedly on the fact that poverty- 
stricken people In Naples and toe 
teeming towns along the road' to 
Vesuvius ate it constantly. 

Once Italy was unified In the mid- 
19th century, spaghetti spread to 
the wealthier central and northern 
Italian provinces. Each added its 
own, more expensive, ingredients 
to the only sauce poor Neapolitans 
could afford, oil and tomato. 

Housewives in Bologna added 
meat, and spaghetti Bolognese la 
still the most popular version Inter- 
nationally. Genoa and Venice con- 
cocted fish and mussel sauces, us- 
ing their abundant seafood. 

One fiery pasta is called Spaghet- 
ti Puttanesca, after a slang word 
for a woman of toe streets. Pasta 
experts say this is a mark of ad- 
miration for the take-your-breato- 
away qualities of a sauce made 
with tomato, anchovy, olive and red 
peppers. 

Immigrants to the U.S. from the 
poor Italian south celebrated their 
newfound wealth by adding meat- 
balls to their spaghetti, a combina- 
tion Italians at home refuse to 
adopt to this day. 

Spaghetti has played some 
curious roles in history. 

In the 18th and 19th centuries, 
supporters of Rome's struggle 
against toe temporal powers of the 
Popes showed their defiance by 
naming spaghetti made with eggs 
and bacon after their outlawed par- 
ty, the Carbonari. Hence Spaghetti 
Carbonara. 

In the 14th century, Gugllelmo 
Cuffltella was served ravioli stuffed 
with mud and dirt by the jealous 
wife of a friend. Cuffltella ate it 
with great relish, then showed the 
astounded woman the dirt stuffing 
had turned Into a delicious meat 
and cheese paste. He was later toe 
subject of beatification proceedings 
but church records do not clarify 
whether these Involved miracles 
other than the transformation of toe 
ravioli. 

There ia hardly a city in the world 
without an Italian restaurant or 
two, and pasta dishes feature In all 
of them. Yet there are so many 
kinds of pasta, and so many sauces 
to go on them, that there are more 
possible combinations of pasta than 
there are pasta chefa. (UPI)

Gold at $680 
in Hongkong 
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Sharon in Europe to check f sal 


on sagging farm exports 


LONDON (Reuter). — The price of 
gold was back at record levels 
yesterday after tumbling sharply at 

the end of last week, but Its rise was 
trimmed during trading on the , 
European markets. 

At the regular price-fixing ses- 
sion on the London bullion market 
yesterday morning it wss set at 
$634 an ounce, $44 up on Friday's 
closing price. In the afternoon, , 
however, gold was fixed at a slight- 
ly lower $633.50. 

Gold shot up to an impressive 
$680 in Hongkong earlier yesterday 
in a panic rush by buyers anxious 
about U.S.-Soviet tension after the 
weekend American economic 
measures against the Soviet Union, 

But the price fell to around $645 
when the European markets open- 
ed. 

Gold Is being pulled two ways at 
the moment. International ten- 
sions, plus anxieties about Inflation 
and a loss of confidence in paper 
money, are pulling Its price up- 
wards. 

But profit-taking, and feelings 
that some of the fears may be ex- 
aggerated, have acted in the other 
directions, dealers on the markets 
report. 

Meanwhile, on the paper curren- 
cy markets, the dollar fell slightly 
yesterday because of the recent 
surge In gold values, but the foreign 
exchanges were basically calm and 
steady.

BEN-GUHION AIRPORT. — With 
agricultural exports continuing to 
drop. Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon yesterday flew to Europe to 
tnwicB an intensive Investigation of 
the export system. 

The drop In exports has been felt 
mainly in vegetables (about 30 per 
cent), but there are already storm 
signals of drops in flowers and 
some fruits too. 

Sharon. told the Knesset recently 
that tomatoes Intended for Europe 
had found their way to markets In 
Amman and other Arab capitals. 
He also said that farmers are not 
fulfilling their export contracts 
with Agrexco and that because of 
lack of working capital and credit 
they have been selling their crops 
on the field (known In Arabic as 
daman) to Arab traders who pay 
spot cash. The present credit 
squeeze has put some farmers en- 
tirely In the hands of these Arab 
middlemen.

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Survey foresees further drop 
in orders, sales, employment

TEL AVIV. — December waa a bad 
month tor the- country's commer- 
cial life — and January promises to. 
be worse, according to a survey Just 
published -hy'-ihe - Federation of 
Chambers of Commerce. Some 152 
firms in IS', main fields of activity 
(such, as tues, car spare parts, of. 
flee mechanization and consumer 
goods) were Included in the survey. 

The federation states that in 
December — asa result of the tight 
credit policy instituted by Finance 
Minister ~YtgseiBurvits — there 
was a definite, slowdown In 
economic activity. There was a 20 
per cent fall in sales as well as a 20 
to 35 per cent drop in new orders 
placed by firms. Several hundred 
workers were discharged and at the 
same time goods ordered from 
abroad are continuing to pUe up in 


bonded warehouses at the ports 
because the owners lack the funds 
to pay customs duties. 

Moreover, due to the high rate of 
Inflation and the fact that taxes are 
imposed on profits due to inflation, 
not on “real*' profits, the profits of 
many firms have fallen sharply. 
Business concerns are finding It 
hard to find revolving credit due to 
the credit squeeze. 

' 'Continuation of the squeeze will 
bring about a further decline in 
commercial activity," the report 
says, it adds that the practice of im- 
posing taxes on inflationary profits 
as if they were true profits, will 
force many of the firms to face a 
.decision of dosing down. 

Some hundred firms may close 
down due to the credit shortage and 
. as a result, workers will be dis- 
charged at an Increasing pace, until 
perhaps some 12,000 persona will be 
out of work.

WASHINGTON (AP). — * The U.S. 
Government has prepared a new 
programme designed to lead to the 
production of BOO million gallons of 
gasohol tUs yur, a top State 
Department official said Sunday. 

Deputy Secretary of State 
Warren Christopher, . speaking on 
television (CBS* "Face the 
Nation") said that the programme 
will use the equivalent of 0 million 
tons of corn. 

Christopher said this is the type 


of programme which the ad- 
ministration can undertake to com- 
pensate for the partial grain em- 
bargo Imposed by President Carter 
on the Soviet Union. Carter's deci- 
sion afreets the sale of 17 million 
tons of grain to the Soviets. 

Gasohol Is a mixture of about 90 
per cent petrol and 10 per cent 
alcohol, which la an octane booster. 
One of the main advantages of gas- 
ohol is that it can be used as a sub- 
stitute for high test unleaded petrol.

Men and women who decide to 
work in industry after completing 
their army service should be ex- 
empt from income tax, 
recommends a report Just released, 
which deals with ways of attracting 
workers to industry. 

The report was written by an In- 
terxnlnlstcrial committee headed 
by Labour Ministry director- 
general Israel Goralnlk and com- 
posed of representatives of the 
Manufacturers Association and the 
treasury, and experts on employ- 
ment. It recommended that newly- 
released soldiers should pay no . In- 
come tax In their first year of in- 
dustrial employment. 00 per cent In 
their second year and 70 per cent in 
their third year. The state should 
also fully subsidize their vocational 
studies and provide them with a 
substantial loan. 

The report recommends further 
that public service workers moving 
to Industry be subsidised for up to a 


year for vocational retraining. 
They should also receive wages at 
their new place of employment at 
least cqunl to their prevsctis wsge. 
the government making up the 
difference. The committee 
suggested that such workers 
receive a standing loan, convertible 
to « grnnt if they remain J.t industry 
for four years. 

Pension and seniority rights 
should be preserved in full, the 
report says.‘ 

For women entering Industry the 
government should contribute 
towards the cast in day care centres 
for children up to five. 

The committee, appointed by- 
Labour Minister Israel Katz last 
November, recommended that the 
National Insurance Institute in- 
crease Immediately Its subsidy to 
vocational re-training schemes. It 
also proposed that the law be 
changed to allow a full 23 per cent of 
the money paid to the Institute fer 

unemployment Insurance to go 
towards vocational re-training.

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Religious anti-Zionism 

THE DELIBERATE slap in the face administered to all of 
Israel by Agudat Yisrael functionaries who declared that Presi- 
dent Yitzhak Navon would not be invited to the movement's 
Great Assembly — the Knessiya Gedola — because its anti- 
Zionist rabbinical sages could not be expected to rise In his 
presence, should come as a timely reminder of Agudat YisraeL's 
place in Israel. 

Agudat Yisrael was founded as an organization of ultra- 
orthodox Jewry for the purpose of fighting Jewish secularism 
and one of its primary expressions: Zionism. Abroad, and es- 
pecially in pre-Holocaust Poland, It had a substantial following. 

In the pre-independence Jewish Yishuv it represented the 
marginal Old Yishuv which has always kept aloof from the 
Zionist consensus around which modern Israel was built. 
Following Israel's independence its ranks were augmented by a 
small stream of ultra-orthodox immigrants. To judge by its 
stable electoral results, the Aguda can be said to represent 
about four per cent of Israel's population. 

Following a short-lived “aberration" when It was part of 
Israel’s first government up to 1950. the Aguda has steadfastly 
rejected political blandishments to join in the government 
coalitions of "apostates." The relationship of Labour 
governments with Aguda was a highly pragmatic one, 
periodically trading monetary benefits for Its 4-5 Knesset votes. 

Agudat Yisrael has never renounced its self-declared anti- 
Zionist label. It is one of the Ironies of Israeli politics that the 
self-proclaimed super-patriots of Prime Minister Be gin's Herut 
should have been instrumental in transforming a situation of 
cynical, but still tolerable political give-and-take, into one of 
legitimation of the anti-Zionism the Aguda professes. 

Even more egregious than the surrender to the Aguda on the 
issue of the wholesale freeing of women from military service 
has been the continued, unsupervised, pumping of hundreds of 
millions of pounds in state budgets to Agudat Yisrael's 
educational institutions. 

For all the lip service that our politicians pay to the impor- 
tance of education, they have never really paid attention to the 
anomaly of committed Zionist governments providing large- 
scale funding for a school system whose primary purpose is the 
raising of new generations which will stand in opposition to the 
Zionist consensus — both secular and religious — on which this 
country is built. 

It would be well if on the occasion of the Aguda’s public 
reassertion of its basic anti-Zionism, both coalition and opposi- 
tion leaders reassess their attitude towards that party. 

A new chance for Indira 

THE ORDERLY election through which Indira Gandhi and the 
Congress Party have been swept back to power in India after 
two and a half years in the political desert is first and foremost a 
reaffirmation of India's position as the world's most populous 
working electoral democracy. 

Mrs. Gandhi and the Congress Party which she heads were 
voted back into power because the fecklessness and internal 
squabbling of the Janata coalition which unseated her proved 
sufficiently disturbing to erase the sorry memories of her rule. 
The basic corruption of the last Congress Party Government 
and the nepotism and high-handedness of Mrs. Gandhi herself, 
as Prime Minister, seem a lesser evil to India’s masses. . 

The fact that Mrs. Gandhi during her last years in power had 
instituted anti-democratic measures aimed primarily against 
India’s thin stratum of European educated intellectuals was 
never taken too seriously by the masses of India's voters. Their 
main problem has always -been the constant threat of hunger 
and not the niceties of Western style democratic practice. 

The Janata coalition which came together for the main pur- 
pose of unseating Mrs. Gandhi and her Congress followers never 
did succeed in coming to grips with India's main problems and 
in providing effective government. There is reason to doubt 
whether Mrs. Gandhi will do a better job on that score. 

What she can be expected to evince is a surer hand in 
providing an emotionally charismatic leadership to India’s 
millions. % 

Mrs. Gandhi’s restoration to power in an Indian sub-continent 
which suddenly finds itself on the very edge of the scene of 
Soviet aggression will inject a new element into the calculations 
of the Western powers who are mobilizing to react to that 
aggression in Afghanistan. 

In the past, Gandhi governments were known for their 
pronounced pro-Soviet proclivities. It is yet to be seen whether 
Mrs. Gandhi will continue in that mold with the Russian bear at 
her doorstep. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


WE STILL CAN'T tell If the cottage 
cheese is fresh, but a tiny plastic 
capsule which shows by changing 
colour if frozen goods accidentally 
thaw on their way to the shopper 
won the grand prix at Geneva's an- 
nual International Exhibition of 
Inventions recently. 

The inventor, Franco Sala, 40, of 
Italy, said the capsule could be 
fitted into packages of frozen food 
or pharmaceuticals, and set to 
change colour at any temperature 
between zero and minus 40 degrees 
centigrade. 

A shopper could thus see im- 
mediately whether the product had 
been kept at the required 
temperature, he said. 

French inventor Jerome Frechou 
won the prize of the Franco-Swiss 
Chamber of Commerce and In- 
dustry for a machine that 
automatically shells hard-boiled 
eggs. 

A SCHOOL for parents has been 
opened by Haifa University's 
Education School. Conceived as a 
demonstration project, the school's 
purpose Is to teach parents how to 
bring up their children, how to cope 


with their learning and behaviour 
problems at home and at school, 
and how to Improve communication 
and relations with them. 

“In our society many parents are 
unaware of the pressures they exert 
on their children and of the tensions 
that result from them. The symp- 
toms of these tensions are 
stammering, a reduced learning 
ability, aggressive behaviour, 
among others," the Education 
School spokesman explained. 

The one year course. In which 25 
families have enrolled, will be held 
once a fortnight, between 5 and 8 
p.m. At each session a team of psy- 
chologists will discuss the problems 
of one family and discuss subjects 
like anxiety, stress, expectations 
and guilt feelings In children and 
parents, and ways of dealing with 
the.m in everyday life. The parents 
will hear lectures on human 
relations in the family, sometimes 
In small groups and In the presence 
of their children. 

“Parents will have to learn the 
unsavoury fact that where there 
arc problem children, there are 
problem parents," a psychologist 
commented.

THE BRINK 


MO SHE SHARON says there are dangers inherent in the 
autonomy scheme and notes that Israel still has time to 
reconsider or even withdraw it altogether. 


ON JANUARY 8, Premier 
Menahem Begin was told that the 
U.S. concept of autonomy for the 
Arabs of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip was identical in its key prin- 
ciples with that of Egypt. Accor- 
ding to reports, a meeting of the 
committee of ministers on 
autonomy, chaired by Mr. Begin, 
was given an analysis of the 
positions of Israel, Egypt and the 
U.S. on the main elements of the 
autonomy plan. The analysis was 
prepared by Prof. Ruth Lapidot, 
the Foreign Ministry's legal ad- 
viser. 

Among other things, the Prime 
Minister and other ministers con- 
cerned with autonomy, were told 
that in the Egyptian and American 
views the proposed autonomy coun- 
cil, which Mr. Begin would like to 
call “administrative,*’ will be a 
quasi -parliamentary body which 
will take the Palestinian Arabs part 
of the way along the road to self- 
determination. It will also have 
legislative powers. 


In other words, both the 
Americans and the Egyptians are 
no longer waiting for the five-year 
transitional period of autonomy; 
they would prefer to decide now on 
the final status of territories. 


FREE MILK

- Both the U.S. and Egypt regard 
the autonomy plan simply as a 
means of terminating any Israeli 
authority In the "territories." With 
minor differences In style, both 
-countries agree that as far as 
autonomy Is concerned, the Arabs 
of Bast Jerusalem are no'dlfferent 
from the Arabs of the West Bank or 
Gaza. And as it Is well known that 
Egypt regards J erusalem as part of 
the West Bank, U.S. -Egyptian 
agreement on this point pushes 
Israel even further into a trap that 
has been, albeit unintentionally. 


IT IS rather surprising If this is the 
first time that Mr. Begin has dis- 
cussed in detail the positions of the 
three parties to the autonomy 
negotiations. But it is alarming if he 
has heard about the positions for 
the first time only now. 

On August 10 last year, this 
writer published an article In The 
Jerusalem Post entitled "Sadat's 
Master Plan" (following two ar- 
ticles on the subject on April 4 and 
May 17). which contained, inter 
alia, the following observation: 
“The autonomy plan is a trap with 
multiple catches. The main catch 
lies in what each side sees as the 
final outcome of the whole affair. 
The visions of Egypt and the U.S. — 
which are in fact identical — see at 
the end of the road a self-governing 
Palestinian political entity with 
legislative and executive powers, 
which will decide whether to 
become an independent state or 
semi-independent part of an ex- 
isting Arab state." 

One does not have to be a great 
expert to understand that Egyp- 
tian policy Is aimed at stripping 
Israel of all the tangible 
achievements gained In the Six Day 
War. And the Egyptian political 
strategists could never have 
dreamed that this would be ac- 
complished so easily — or that 
Israel Itself would provide them 
with the full backing of the U.S. by 
seriously suggesting a plan that has 
so many loopholes and la so am- 
biguous. 


BY HASTILY OFFERING total 
withdrawal from Sinai — against 
the better advice even of former 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, the government agreed 


to two extremely dangerous prin- 
ciples In Its relations with its 
neighbouring Arab states. 

Firstly, It agreed that an 
aggressor does not have to pay for 
its aggression,' which means that 
although Egypt headed a coalition 
of. Arab states that sought to 
destroy Israel on June 6, 1967, the 
sanctity of the Palestlne-Slnal 
border established in 1906 by two 
British gunboats, has not been 
violated. 

Secondly, Israel has accepted the 
precedent that Israeli settlements 
beyond the 1949 borders are purely 
transient. 

These two principles — and the 
autonomy plan. In which Egypt has 
gladly assumed the role of a major 
partner — ensure the success of the 
first stage of the Egyptian plan: 
pushing Israel back to the old ar- 
mistice lines. 

The winning of U.S. support for 
ita cause had been a major problem 
for Egyptian political strategists. 
While Israel was harping on the 
theme that it was “the only true 
democracy In the area," Egypt was 
able to convince the Americans that 
it had moved over completely to the 
Western bloc and could be a major 
factor, even a cornerstone, in con- 
solidating U.S. Interests In the Arab 
world. What Egypt asked was 
"political and material 
evenhandedness 

In this day and age, with the 
capitulation of Western 
democracies to totalitarian im- 
pudence and terror, Israel's value 
as a democracy has ceased to be of 
great Importance. The Western 
world needs oil, and It couldn't care 
less if it has to grovel before the 
moat malevolent dictators and 
legitimize the moat blood-thirsty 
terror organizations in order to get 
It.
